Q. IF BLECTED councilman, 
are you going to fire City Manager 
Charles Cummings? 


A. OF COURSE not. My one 
vote out of five cannot hire or fire 
anyone. My personal thinking on 
city personnel problems is this: A 
councilman must establish policy 
in his own mind. My policy would 
not be directed at this or that in- 
dividual; my policy would apply 
equally to all city employees over 
whom the.city council has the 
power to hire or fire.

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WHAT DOCTORS SAY ABOUT 


Q. “Is there a medicine that 
can be taken by mouth for 
protection against poison ivy?” 
A. There are several preparations 
that are taken by mouth in drop 
dosage to protect against poison 
ivy. As an example of dosage, 
one drop may be given daily the 
first week, two drops daily the 
second week, and so on, building 
the daily dose up gradually. Ac- 
quiring resistance to poison ivy 
isn’t so easy as it sounds and the 
good effects, if secured, wear off 
in about 6 months. Some people 
react sharply to just one drop of 
these poison ivy preparations. 
Doctors know how to avoid this 
so it is best not to try dosing 
yourself without medical advice. 
American Indians were the first 
to do something about prevent- 
ing poison ivy and even. today 
some tribes “protect” themselves 
each spring by chew wing poison 
ivy leaves. Whether leaf-chewing 
helps is another question. In any

A. A direct yes or no answer 
can’t be given but delayed-action 
flare-ups to penicillin do occur. 
Out of any large group of people 
a certain number will be sensitive 
or allergic to something. It may 
be penicillin, ragweed, household 
detergents, nail polish or what 
have you. Penicillin has a good 
record but about one person out 
of a hundred act up when they 
take it, For example, of almost 
13,000 Navy recruits given a 
penicillin shot, a little over 1 per 
cent had trouble. In most cases 
symptoms went away promptly 
and didn’t.return but some men 
had repeats. Several recruits had 
flare-ups every so often for two 
or three months. Very often the 
recurrences involved parts of the 
body where slight injury oc- 
curred. Rifle drill caused the 
hands to swell—marching pro- 
duced swollen feet. Fortunately, 
the relapses or late flare-ups 
gradually tapered off. .

Freeways are a necessity in to- 
day’s free-wheeling way of life, 
but experience has demonstrated 
that building them can be produc- 
tive of headaches for all parties 
concerned. While the problem of 
communities as to routes. is not 
new, recent events have greatly 
enlarged its importance. 

Under existing law, while the 
Legislature retains general control 
over additions to our changes in 
state highway routes, the final de- 
cision as to precise routes is the 
responsibility of the state highway 
commission. Recent controversies 
between state authorities and San 
Francisco over location of free- 
ways in. that city seem to have 
touched off a chain of similar re- 
actions in other communities, in- 
cluding our state capitol, Sacra- 
mento.

contentions that state highway of- 
ficials are ignoring the effect of 
their proposals on local tax bases, 
on property values, and on future 
development of their communities. 
There is growing demand for Jegis- 
lation which will protect the cities 
from arbitrary decisions on free- 
way location and which will give 
them full opportunity to state 
their opinions. 

A measure to serve this purpose 
was introduced in ‘the 1957 ses- 
sion, but failed by a narrow: mar- 
gin. At the time, state authori- 
ties expressed their willingness to 
inform and consult with commun- 
ities about the location of propos- 
ed freeways. The interests of of- 
ficials, property owners and busi- 
nessmen, of public and private 
utilities of all kinds were to be 
taken fully into account. But re- 
cent events raise doubt that co- 
ordination of this kind is actually 
being practiced in all instances. 

A few days ago, a group of Sen- 
ators introduced a new bill to re- 
quire full coordination and cooper- 
ation between state officials and 


local communities in freeway loca- ||

ing officials of communities in-|} 


tion. 


volved, and holding public hear- 
ing in each. A final hearing be- 
fore the highway commission in 
Sacnamento would also be requir- 
ed. Since a majority of the Senate 
joined in co-outhoring the bill, its 
chances of passage in some form 
are felt to be good. 

The proposal would state the 
“policy of the Legislature’ to be 
that neither the state highway 
commission nor the department of 
public works shall take any final 
action on a route until the pro- 
cedure set forth in the bill has 
been followed, and an approving 
resolution adopted by the commis- 
sion. 

Procedures which would be es- 
tablished by the bill set up a six 
step program involving (1) notice

Checked By April 10 

VISALIA, Mar. 19 —— Every 
farm in Tulare county that has a 
winter wheat allotment will be 
visited not later than April 10, by 
an ASC performance reporter, Paul 
Hamilton of the Tulare County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation office said today. 

In most cases, the farmer will 
be notified of the date when the 
reporter will visit his farm. The 
request is made that some member 
of the family be at home on that 
day to point out the fields and as- 
sist the reporter. 

The basic purpose of the check 
being made at this time, Hamilton 
said, is to determine whether the 
farmer has planted wheat in ex- 
cess of his acreage allotment. A 
farmer 'who is over his allotment 
has the opportunity later in the 
season to dispose of excess acres 
and come into allotment compli- 
ance, which makes him eligible 
for price support and enables him 
to market all his’: wheat without 
marketing quota penalties.
